A Renter of Ten Years’ Standing Talks About What 
lie Thinks *hould Ge Done. 

Eprtors Constitut on: What keeps one- 
half of our population in rented houses? 
inability of a man on a salary Of one tl a 
a yeu tO pay half cash and balance in t) 
or six months, or six and twelve months, de- 
ters men from risking ejectments and loss of 
first payment. Now. if men with money are 

stied with 4 6 per cent bonds or bank 
interest, why can’t they afford to sell a house 
in pay ments of one-third or one-fourth cash 
and balance in two or three annual payments 
with 7 or 8 per cent interest on notes? 

By saving forty one dollars a month f 

twelve months, the first payment can be 
mude ona $1,500 cottage and Savings 
will pay balance in two years. It will take 
seven vears at thirty dollarsa month to ob- 
tain the title to same home through a build- 
ing and loan association, and this seven years 
business is the objection at thirty dollars a 
month to accomplish what forty dollars will 
do in half the time if annual payments were 
allowed by person selling homes in the city. 
The writer, on a salary, has lived in a rented 
house for ten years because he did not have 
the cash to buy, or its equivalent, which is 
meant by three and six or six and twelve 
months time. 
Five hundred homes could be sold in one 
year to good parties, say one- fourth cash, and 
balance in two or three years, with 7 or 8 per 
cent interest on notes. If Smith goes to 
Brown and say*, ‘I would like to improve a 
lot by buildin g a home,’’ he talked to 
awhile, anda bul lding and’ loan association 
suggested, and if he wants to buy a house on 
time, he aukiia of the same reference, 
though Brown couldsell him the house or loan 
him the money to build... I know of three 
cottages built ona lot that cost the 
houses cost each $1,000, and now are for sale 
on short time at $2,250 each, a clear profit of 
$1,000 asked and interest on deferred pay- 
ments. There’s the trouble. If one hundred 
dollars only were added they would be sold 
easily. Interest on payments is considered 
cash, and if parties who can would sell cot- 
tages at cost of construction, on living terms, 
Atianta would soon have a permanent popu- 
lation instead of one that is not attached to 
its site because he is a forced renter.

In their dealingsand their interccurse with 2 = 
feliow men he had never known their equa 
Their cordiality was remarkable The wenithy 
were never overbearing or humilieting in their 
condescens on. in bo Community was less at- 
lention paid to mere wealth as claim to re 
spect and distinction. If ever there was a 
hign mind ad freeman he was the old time white 
man in Georgia. ‘Ihe greatest mea sthe state has 
ceedue ed not ouly come from the peop: le, but tt ae y 
loved the people, relied on the people and glories d in 
the people, So thoroughly were they identitied 
with the people that they adopted their ic ioms and 
vernacular, and sometimes when abroad for this 
reason distipguished G@orgians were so omeiimes § 
thought to be uneducated, but those who so 
thought them so one day were surprised the 
to he ar them speak withan eloquence that Huit« 
sins, Anthony or Cicero could not surpass, 

f he humorous side of Georgia life claims just at- 
tention, and has found admirable portrayals.
